The tariff will be fully discussed 


_0n “both: sides of the international 


boundary, not as an academictheory, 
although idealists will doubtless be 
found in both nations who will in- 
sist on imposing their Utopian 
dreams on an all too-credulous pub- 
dic; but it will be discussed in the 
light of national demands and their 
imperative dictum. In every Dom- 
inion election, Canadians are enter- 
tained with learned oratorical effue- 
ions on the merits of free trade, but 
the din of political. warfare’ scarcely 
has time to die away before _ the 
theory of free_trade becomes a fond 
memory, more honored in its breach 
than in its observance. 

At times Western Canada has been 
so carried away with the. popular cry 
for free trade, that the newspaper 
which dares to uphold the idea of 
protection is looked upon with sus- 
picion as if it were a traitor to the 
interests of the community. But 
what man is there today who can for- 
get the political claims that bind him, 
and still seriously advocate free 
trade as a sane policy for Canada 
at the present time? 

(Look across the line where the 
Administration has introduced a 
tariff bill that makes the once-famed 
Fordney Emergency Tariff and the 
more recent Payne-Aldrich Act look 
like free trade in comparison. The 
‘proverbial Haman’s Gallows sinks to 
‘the level of a soap box. In many 
“instances, the new tariff makes the 


importation of products into the 
United States prohibitive. Listen: 
‘Wheat, 30 cents a bushel; flour, 78 


centS a 100 Ibs.; oats, 15 cents a 
bushel; oatmeal, 90 cents a ‘hundred; 
cattle, % to 2 cents per pound; fresh 
beef, 3% cents a pound; butter, 8 
cents a pound; horses, $30 per head 
to 20 per cent.; potatoes, 58 cents a 
100; hides, greet, 2 cents a pound, 
dried, 4 cents a pound; wools, 35 
cents a pound. 

Who is responsible for this?) The 
farmers of the United States, who 
have given this as their answer to 
the reciprocity and free trade pro- 
posals of their Canadian neighbors. 
The American farmer of today is a 
very practical type of being’ who 
makes a study of facts and draws hie 
OWn conclusions. 

‘The United States is faced with 
the fact that her export trade con- 
tinues to decrease. For the month 
_of March it went down $54,000,000 as 
compared with (March, 1921. Some 
of this may represent not a decrease 
in tonnage, but a decrease in the 
price at which the surplus of raw 
material and food prdoucts had to be 
sold. 

During the same month, however, 
the imports to the United States ‘in- 
creased about $6,000,000, which 
shows that, in spite of the severe 
suppression of imports by legislative 
action, international trade is strug- 
gling to restore the balance so rudely 
upset during the war, when the Unit- 
ed States lent enormous sums _ of 
money. That is to say, it exported 
enormous quantities of goods which 
were not paid for except by its own 
government, out of the proceeds of 
bonds sold to its own people. sid 

The natural result of the war loans 
would be to greatly increase the im- 
ports and decrease the exports till 
the prodigious credit balance had 
been adjusted to normal proportions. 
_But, the United States does not ap- 
prove of imports as a matter of 
national policy, for the country has 
an.exportable surplus over its own 
requirements, and to encourage fur- 


ther, imports would have the effect try. 


of. demoralizing the home market. 
Hence, whfle the debtar nations 
may be in poor condition 


‘}accounts between nations are barter 


to pay 
their debts to the. United States,’ 
that nation’ is in‘an even worse pr¢-' 


dicament if it tries to accept 
ment of the debts. 

There is no such thing as money 
in international trade. Money is 


purely a national convenience to 
facilitate domestic exchange. The 


pay- 


balances, which may be settled for 
the time in three ways: First, kept 
on the books to be liquidated later 
in goods; second, paid in gold by 


weight; or, third, traneformed into 
long-term bonds, the interest on 
which is paid in goods. Gold in 


excess of what is required for its 
manufactures and currency is of no 
possible use to any country, except 
to purchase goods abroad, hence the 
eventual mayment. far all exports 
must be in imports convertible to 
the uses of the péople and cannot be 
in anything else. rae 

The real significance of the Ameri- 
can high tariff is an attempt to pre- 
vent the nation’s creditors from pay- 
ing off their debts. An effort is 
being made to fund the debts and 
merely receive the interest, but even 
this must be accepted in imports. All 
of which goes to give’ credence ‘to! 
the argument that the American peo- 
ple would be better off if the United 
states, in common with all other na- 
tions, would write off all war debts 
and let trade resume its normal 
movement. 

‘With the flow of exports from the 
United States dammed up, as_ it 
were, by the low exchange rate pre- 
vailing in European countries, ,the 
criminal folly of Canada opening the 
flood gates for American exports to 
deluge the coyntry is evident, Cana- 
da ofall countries, which has an ex- 
change not so very far short of the 
American standard. 

Since the United States, with a 
population of 100 millions, finds> it 
necessary to protect its basic indus- 
tries, and since the representations 
of a professedly low tariff Canadian 
government have failed to bring any 
concession for Canadian products en- 
tering the United States, no govern- 
ment in Canada can be foolhardy 
enough to remove the tariff barriers 
and leave 9 million Canadians at the 
mercy of a trade-thirsty world. - 

The News ventures to predict that, 
allowing ‘even for.the influence’ of 
Western Progressives, the King gov- 
ernment will not reduce the taviff 
any more than the Laurier govern- 
ment did, or than any other govern- 
ment will till the whole world as- 
sumes a much more Utopian aspect 
than is evident at the present time. . 

The tariff is the one defensive 
weapon of lintermation'al ‘trade and 
must exist as long as boundary lines 
divide nations, just as line fences will 
be built amd maintgined as long as 
private ownership of farm lands is 
the custom.

FARM PRICES IN 1920 and 1921 


Canada’s wheat crop for 1921 is 
now placed at 300,858,100 ‘bushels. 
This was harvested from 23,000,000 
acres, and shows an increasein yield 
of 14 per cent. over the records of 
the previous year. 

However, the value of the crop 
($243,000,000) is 43 per cent. ‘ower 
than in 1920, and well illustrates the 
drastic decline in price received by 
‘the Canadian farmer for his wheat. 


Our oat crop shows a_ yield of 
426,232,900 bushels, as compared 
with 580,709,700 in 1920. Barley 


and flax yields were smaller fin 1921 
than in 1920. Potatoes shoy a drop 
from 133,831,400 bushels in 1920 to 
107,246,000 in 1921, while the aver- 
age price per bushel was 20c lower 
in 1921, which made a decrease in 
the value of the crop of over $47,000,- 
000. 

To a very large extent what was 
true of field crops was also true of 
live stock, and 1921 will be remem- 
bered hy the farming community as 
one of the darkest years in the his- 
tory of the industry.

Ottawa, April 10.—The Conserva- 


tives and Progressives have united 
in urging upon the Government the 
advisability of re-establishing the 
Wheat Board. 

PxsPremier Meighen- has’ been 
especially active in this work. He 
reminded the House that during the 
recent election he had advocated the 
establishment of a Board with ample 
power to receive, handle and finance 
all grain committed to its charge. 
He urged upon the House the neces- 
sity of an early solution of the prob- 
lem, and claimed that if the Govern- 
ment submitted a stated case to the 
Supreme Court that there would be 
“sg warring clamor of interests be- 
fore that tribunal.” 

WOULD CAUSE CONFLICT 

The provinces, the Winnipeg 
Grain Exchange, the millers, the rail- 
ways and the bankers would all have 
to be heard. Any might secure a 
postponement of the hearing to pre- 
pare his case and any might carry 
an appeal from a decision of the 
court to the Privy Council. Then, 
again, he questioned if a decision by 
the Supreme Court would help Par- 
liament to act in a practical way. 
For that reason, he urged that the 
report be referred back to the com- 
mittee, that the committee decide 
what action it should take in the 
public interest and report its decis- 
ion to the House, and that the Gov- 
ernmént then secure from the law 
officers of the Crown an opinion as 
to the length the Dominion Parlia- 
ment could go in the direction sug- 
gested by the committee without ex- 
ceeding its constitutional powers.
